| The Third Day of November, I had 
a ſudden Impulſe upon my - Spirits, 


that the Lord would heal me very ſoon ; 


* The next Day that Ward was given to 
me, John 14. 18. I will not leave you 
comfortleſs; 1 will come to you. | On the 
Fifth of November, as I was thinking 
and admiring the great Goodneſs and 
Mercy of God to me, I had another 
Word given me, Max. 16. 17. Bleſſed 


art thou ; for Fleſh aud Blood hath not ” 
revealed this unto thee, but my Father which 


i in Heaven, That Word was often 
in my Mind, 1: ſbalt be done. 
The Day before I expeCted this great 


Mercy, E found my ſelf in a very dull 


and dead frame, altogether unfit for 
receiving ſo great a Mercy, as the next 
Day I expected to receive ; which was 
very grieyous to me : Yet I continued 
fo all that Night, and in the Morning 
waking, I was thinking what great 
- Things the Lord was about to do for 
| me, 
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me,..and that Word was given me, 
2 Kjngs 20. Behold I will heal thee, and oz; 
the third day thou ſhalt go to the houſe of 
the Lord, Now the Morrow after it 


was done, was the Third Sabbath on 


which TI was ſo. fully perſwaded that I 
ſhould be healed, in which I was more 
confirm'd by thoſe Words : And then 
the Lord was pleaſed to pour out his 


Spirit upon me, and melt me1nto Tears, 


that he (ſhould ſhew ſuch Mercy to me, 
who am leſs than the leaſt of all his 
Mercies ; at which time I had a ſence 
of my own Vileneſs, and that encreaſed 
the Mercy in my ſight. - And after I 
aroſe, my Heart was much raiſed ; and 
T had great confidence in Prayer, that 
the Lord would heal me ; and when T 
arole from Prayer, that Word was gt- - 
ven me, Lyke 1.
